w hich she r etur ned to her r oom to 
w r ite a letter to M eyer , so she in­ 
for med Mr s. M c A lliste r . 


She was absent only a shor t time, 
w hen she again came dow n stair s, 
dr essed for the str eet, and said she 
w as goin g out to sear ch for M eyer .

W h ile absent 
she pur chased a 
four -ounce phial of chlor ofor m, anc 
then continued her sear ch. 
O n 
the str eet she met a male 
fr iend, to w h om she 
stated her

M eyer r emained w ith 
the gir l 
until she w as pr onounced out of 
danger , and did all possible, it is 
said, to save her life. 


E m il M eyer is well k n o w n in 
Sedalia, and D a isy is said to be 
the thir d: gir l w h o has attempted 
self-destr uction on his account. 


A t noon today D a isy was still in 
her r oom, but expects to be able to 


r esume her w o r k w ith in a day or 
tw o . 


She is a sister of Susie D unton, a 
y o u n g gir l w h o com m itted suicide 
in St. Louis O ctober 14, last, by 


taking 
an 
over dose 
of 
car bolic 
acid, dur ing a fit of despondency. 
Susie w ent to St. Louis to ob­ 
tain employment, but w ound up in 
a house* of ill r epute. 
T h e life was 
so obnoxious to her that she pr e­ 
fer r ed death, and com mitted sui­ 
cide on the date stated, the r emains 
being br ought to Sedalia for inter ­ 
ment.

Most of the testimony presented 
to the anthracite coal strike com­ 
mission at Philadelphia yesterday 
was of a corroborative nature, the 
Erie comp my, which has not >et 
closed its case, producing numer­ 
ous witnesses to 
prove 
that 
the 
miners’ union is responsible for the 
alleged restriction of the hard coal 
production. 
The Erie company controls the 
Hillside Coal and Iron company 
and the Pennsylvania company. 
During the examination of E d­ 
ward Button, a foreman employed 
by the latter company, the 
fact 
was adduced that the practice of 
restricting the number of cars to be 
loaded daily by one man had been 
in operation as far back as 1S95, 
long before the United Mine W ork­ 
ers of America entered the anthra­ 
cite region. 
The union’s responsi­ 
bility rests with the enforcement 
of this rule, and not with its incep­ 
tion, he said. 
Chairman 
Gray, 
of the com­ 
mission, who has been ill at his 
home in Wilmington, 
Del. , 
for 
several days, was present at yes­ 
terday’s sessions. 
The majority 
o f 
the 
witnesses 
were mine foremen, who testified 
that the union was detrimental to 
discipline at the collieries; 
that 
mining is a comparatively healthy 
occupation, and to acts of lawless­ 
ness committed during the recent 
strike. 
William 
Soren, 
a 
contract 
miner, testified at the afternoon 
session that he has been prevented 
by the union from performing a 
certain contract, the driver refusing 
to furnish 
him with a sufficiett 
number of cars. 
President Mitchell explained to 
the commission that the union re­ 
garded with disfavor the practice 
of miners securing certain work by 
proposal. 
In the 
first 
place, he 
said, the lowest bidder always se­ 
cures the contract, and he employs 
as many helpers as he deems neces­ 
sary, paying them smaller wages 
than they would otherwise receive.

INTERESTING SHRINES. 


A New York Architect Tells of Places 
in Italy Worth Seeing. 
Italy is peculiarly 
a country of 
shrines and devotional chapels. A c­ 
cording to an architect of New York 
city, who spends some 
weeks every 
year in visiting out of the way spots 
in that country, one of the most de­ 
lightful districts is that in the Ified- 
mont region, near Biella, says the New 
Y^ork Tribune. 
^‘T he sanctuary of Oropa is well 
■worth a visit unless youTe 
simply 
steaming through the country,” 
he 
said, the other evening, "^and ‘doing’ 
it, as the phrase is. T he ascent, past 
the Loreto, w’hich is 4,000 feet above 
the sea, is a reward in itself. And if 
you’re interested you’re apt to take 
pleasure in th e sanctuary itself. T h e 
monastic buildings, built about an in­ 
ner q uadrangle, are the work of N e­ 
gro di Pralingo, in the seventeenth 
century. T he facade and the portico 
are more modern. 
They were added 
bv the architect Ju v a ra in the seven- 
teenth century. 
T he ebony virgin, 
W’hich is there enshrined, was discov­ 
ered by 8 t. Kusebius. H e is credited 
with discovering most of the relics in 
the region. 
St. Varallo, in Novara, 
the Sacro^lonte, founded inl4 8 G and 
built by St. ('harles Borromeo, is even 
more elaborate, wuth its series of 42 
chapels set among trees on the slope 
and inclosing episodes of the Passion 
in effigy. 
Gaudcnzio, Tabaelictti, 
Ferno Stella and' other? have done 
good w’ork in the freseosotlhe-echap­ 
els. 
T h e facade of the sanctuary is a 
modern addition, and no great im ­ 
provement, like most modern 
addi­ 
tions; witness the unsightly and dis­ 
figuring hotel at Varallo.”

And sealskin is

Gape goatskin, that it has not been 
hacked by the unskilled knives of the 
killers, for in Barotzeland and Baron- 
goland they have not yet reached any 
high proficiency in carving and flay­ 
ing.
